J569 This is a Speedwagon truck, probably a REO Speedwagon. In the left 
background is the 3 1/2-story Bement Warehouse that was built on the northeast 
corner of ist and Wabash in 1851. Beside it is the tiny "shanty" where the railroad 
watchman sat. 

J570 Different angle. Tiffin's Used Cars is in background. 

J571 The headlights appear to have been replaced on this light-colored truck. 
J572 Here the truck is parked on Wabash Avenue. Duffy's Cafe at 940 Wabash is in 
the background. National Consumer's Oil Company filling station is barely visible at 
942 Wabash. 

J573 T 14719 appears to be a roadster that has had a "box" added on the back for 
hauling items. 

J574 Same as J573. 

J575 1950 Indiana 82558 parked across the street from the Ritz Pool Room at 29 N 
3rd Street. 

J576 Yet another jalopy pick-up. The license number is obscure but the last 
digits are "19." The hoodcover is missing. 

J577 The nameplate on the hood says "General Motors Truck." 

J578 1950 Indiana 81704. Another very crude pick-up truck with wooden fence-like 
railing. 

J579 This truck and the next appear to be parked at F.C.Foltz Company at 929-33 
Wabash Avenue. 

J580 This truck has storage space over the cab. 

J581 T 40616 on the delivery truck of the Claude W. Jackson Grocery. Its 
antiquity contrasts nicely with the much more modern delivery truck of the Bogle 
Grocery Store across the street at 1428 S 17th Street. 

J582 The nifty little pick-up has wire wheels. In the background the marquee of 
the Grand Theater advertises that a film starring Jeff Chandler and Kim Novak is 
playing. A gorgeous 1956 Cadillac is parked in front of the Metro's. 

J583 1940 Indiana T 41782 is parked at 14 th and Wabash. In the background are 
the Jeffries Store No.2 and Steeg Park, now Gilbert Park. 

J584 T 41718 (??) - Another "jalopy" pick-up parked across the street from 
People's Furniture Store At 512 Wabash Avenue. 

J585 This truck seems to be in better condition than many of the others. 

J586 1949 Indiana T43145. The windshield appears to be broken. 

J587 This would appear to be a 1920's coupe that has had the rumbleseat removed 
and a long cargo "box" added. 

J588 1949 Indiana 234718. I call this a sedan delivery truck. It is parked on the 
detour of US 40. The sign on the panel definitely says "Appliances" but above the 
letters are indistinct. 

J467 2-door coupe parked at 13th and Wabash. Morrow's Hamburgers and Tommy's 


Tavern in background. 


J589 This is the "open" type of streetcar that was used in the summertime. The 
location is also unknown, but there is a boxcar in the right background. 


Leaves are 
off the tree so this must have been taken in Novemeber-early April.
